CREECY SETS DRAGNET 


Chief Orders “Policemen to 
Capture Perpetrators, 
Dead or Alive. 





Following the brutal assault and rob- 
bery by a negro Wednesday morning 
of @&irs. Mary Hirtz of 927 North Six- 
teenth street, and the assault by a 
negro Monday night on Miss Emma 
Schlassfieutgen of 3647 Juniata street, 
Chief of Police Creecy issued a general 
order to all police captains, lieutenants 
and detectives to capture the perpetra- 
tors dead or. alive. 

Chief Creecy declared that such dan- 
gerous characters must not be allowed 
to run at large, and that all the re- 
sources of the Police Department would 
be used te capture them. 

Descriptions of the men have been 
telephoned to every policeman and de- 
tective in St. Louis. 

Mrs. Hirtz, on her way to a bakery 
at 5:15 a. m. Wednesday, was attacked 
by a negro on Sixteenth street, between 
Franklin avenue and Wash street. She 
was dragged into an alley, choked, 
beaten, knocked down in the mud and 
water and robbed. 

The negro first tore away her shirt- 
waist and then jerked a chamois bag, 
containing $17, from her neck. She 
fought him desperately, but she was no 
match for his superior strength, and he 
shut off her cries by choking her and 
covering her mouth with his hand. 

The negro ran west in the alley 
and Mrs. lfirtz rose to her feet and be- 
gan calling for help. 


Men Go te Her Aid, 


Two men were passing and went to 
her aid. They took her home and then 
notified the police. 

Under the electric light Mrs. Hirtz 
got a good look at Per assailant. She 
said she knew that he would rob her 
before he let her go, and she took ad- 
vantage ~f every opportunity to look 
into his face. She described the negro 
as a mulatto, 5 feet 6 inches tall, wear- 
ing a light slouch hat and gray over- 
coat reaching the Irnees. He had a 
small. mustache. Mrs. Hirte says she 
could easily identify him if she saw 
him again. 

Mys, Hirtz is the wife of Nicholas 
Hirtz, a salesman. After being taken 
home she was almost overcome with 
nervousness and had to call a physi- 
cian. She says she struggled with the 
negro for more than five minutes be- 
fore he. managed to get hold of the 
chamois bag containing the money. Mrs. 
Hértz is in the habit of going to a 
nearby bakery every morning to get 
fresh bread. She thinks the negro 
knew that she passed there every morn- 
ing and was waiting for her. 


Girl Attacked tin Alley. 

Miss Schlassfiuetgen was attacked at 
8:15 p. m. Monday in an alley as she 
was starting for a drug store at Grand 
avenue and Arsenal street. The negro 
choked her and then attempted to bind 
her with rope to a telegraph pole. He 
was finally frightened away by her 
screams. 

The girl was not able to give a good 
description of the negro, but said he 
was about 40 years old, strong and 


heavy.

He gave his wife no intimation that he 
contemplated su'‘cide.

The police, who investigated the death, 
reported that Walkusch had been doe- 
toring himself. They reported that 
Walkusch refused to send for a physi- 
cian, although his wife wanted him to 
do so. He was 5% years old.

This entirely depends upon the de- 
gree of reason and reflection which you are master 
of, or think proper to exert. if you give yourself 
time to think and have sense enough to think right, 
two reflections must necessarily occur to you: the 
one is that I have a great derl of experience and 





man living who cannot have, directly or indirectly, 
any interest concerning you but your own. From 
which five undeniable principles the obvious and nec- 
essary conclusion is that you ought for your own 
sake to attend to and follow my advice. 

If by the application which I recommend to you 
you acquire great knowledge, you alone are the 
gainer; I pay for it. If you should deserve either a 
good or a’ bad character mine will be exactly what 
it fs now, and will neither be the better in the first 
¢ase nor the worse in the latter. You alone will be 
the gainer or the loser. 

Whatever your pleasures may be, I neither can nor 
shall envy you them, as old people are sometimes 
suspected by young people to do; and I shall only 
lament if they should prove such as are unbecoming 
a man of honor, or below a man of sense, But you 
will be the real sufferer if they are such.

CAVE FOR “IMPS” 


University Geologist and Students 
Will Brave Mystic Depths of 
Sulphur Cavern. 








SULPHUR, Ok., Feb. 5.—Herman 
Douthitt, a member of Prof. Gould’s 
class in geology, has written the own- 
ers of Mystic Cave that the entire 
class, headed by Prof. Gould, will come 
here equipped for a thorough and sci- 
entific exploration of this great and 
mysterious underground cavern. They 
will come prepared to spend several 
days in the cave, and will bring with 
them collapsible boots, life preservers, 
electric torches and _ scientific appa- 
rati. 

A part of the class partially expldred 
the.cave during the Christmas holidays. 
Having no boat and no firearms, there 
were chambers they could not enter, and 
others they dared not. 


Will Explore by Boat. 

The explorers will sail far down Mys- 
tic River, expecting to find caverns 
much larger than the ‘‘River Chamber.”’ 
The fiver becomes very deep after its 
passage from this chamber, but Prof. 
Gould and his class propose to launch 
their boats upon it and paddle far down 
the stream into a noisy and impenetra- 
ble darkness that no one has leretofore 
dared to enter. 

The class will make a study of the 
animal life In the cave. A number of 
the white-eyed fish will be caught, and 
they will attempt to bag some of the 
animals or ‘“imps’’ which inhabit the 
cave chamber. 

These animals have never been seen 
and it is not known how large they are 
or what form they have. When torches 
are brought into the cave chamber they 
set up unearthly, unhman and impish 
chatterings in the dense and impenetra- 
ble darkness on the outershore of the 
big lake. No one has yet dared to row 
across the lake. Shots fired at the ani- 
mals or “imps’’ cause them to set up a 
chattering. 

The “Cyclone Chamber,” which no one 
has yet dared to enter, will be thor- 
oughly investigated and explored by 
Prof. Gould and his class.
